Our Representatives Assumed Responsibilities 


The student representation in our school’s 
government is in the form of the Student 
Council.

Basketball Review

We lost to East Des Moines by only three 
points and they went to the state tournament, 
as did West Waterloo.

Matmen Win District Meet 


Under the tutelage of the new coach, 
Harvey Clemenson, and assistant coach, Bob 
McCaffrie, the wrestlers got off to a good 
start this year by defeating East and North 
Des Moines in the first two dual meets of the 
season. Their luck turned, however, when 
West Waterloo handed them a stinging 
defeat. 

The next two meets were lost to Eagle 
Grove and Osage in two non-conference 
bouts. The grapplers got rolling after these 
three straight defeats by winning over Mason 
City and Clarion then losing a close battle 
to East Waterloo. At the last dual meet of 
the season, Fort Dodge met the undefeated 
team from Algona. This proved to be the best 
meet of the year with Fort Dodge tieing their 
strong opponents 18-18.

1950 Track Team Ranked High 


The track team of 1950 was built around 
the returning lettermen, most of whom were 
seniors. A large number of the team mem- 
bers were underclassmen. All distinguished 
themselves in the first triangular meet where 
Fort Dodge won eleven of the eighteen field 
and track events. In the second triangular 
meet, the team raced, hurdled, jumped, and 
hurled to a decisive victory, winning nearly 
every event. The track men placed consist- 
ently in the top tournaments of the state. 

The Dodger high hurdle specialist, Jack

Relays, tying a record broken by the man 
who finished first.

Drake Relays. Another outstanding track 
performer was John Tarr. He ran well in 
every meet in the 100-yard dash, 220-yard 
dash, and mile relay. He qualified for the 
state meet in each of his specialties. 

The 440-yard relay team of Tom Mallaro, 
Alan Ericson, Hoyt Hart, all underclassmen, 
and Mel Licht, a senior, was third in the State 
Teachers Relays, and the Drake Relays and 
wound up with a fourth place in the State 
Meet. Since the whole squad included a 
large number of juniors and sophomores, 
there are quite a few veteran lettermen re- 
turning, making the prospects bright for the 
track team of 1951.
